Meanwhile, American air power 
has repulsed one Japanese in- 
vasion fleet seeking to recapture 
vital areas in the Solomon islands 
and has wreaked havoc among at- 
tacking Japanese planes, the Navy 
disclosed. 

All in all, the results to date 
of the terrific new struggle for 
strategic islands are “encourag- 
ing,” a communique said, but it 
made plain that a large-scale sea 
battle still was raging north of 
the Solomons, and that the out- 
come could not yet be estimated. 

However, as an indication of 
the blows dealt the enemy since 
he started his current, effort to 
regain control of the southeast 
‘Solomons, the Navy disclosed that 
at least 13 Japanese ships have 
been damaged.

called on Governor Talmadge “to 
direct and authorize the attorney 
general” to institute an investiga- 
tion into the sale of asphalt to the 
state by Charles Redwine, Tal- 
madge’s campaign manager. 

Clower declared “in recent days 


in the press you have seen what 
may, to you, have seemed a bold 


request” by Redwine “to investi- | 


gate his sales of asphalt to the 
state.” 

Clower called attention to criti- 
cism of Redwine by Arnall and 
his declaration that an investiga- 
tion would be made if he was 
elected Governor, and Redwine’s 
reply inviting an immediate in- 
vestigation.

Canada Lifts 
Price Ceiling 


On Newspapers 


Leaves Press Free To 
Fix Rates, Safeguard 
Revenues. 


OTTAWA, Aug. 26.—(?)—The 
wartime Prices and Trade Board 


‘announced today removal of the 
over-all price ceiling from Cana- 
i'dian and 


imported newspapers, 
magazipes and periodical publica- 
tions in general, leaving the press 
“free to adjust rates and safeguard 
its revenues.” 

The exemption applies to news- 
stand and street sale prices and to 
subscription rates. Advertising 
rates already are exempt. 

In announcing its decision, the 
board said a careful survey by the 
administrator of publishing, print- 
ing and allied industries showed 
that while larger revenues had off- 
set higher operating costs in 1940 
and 1941, revenues recently had 
suffered a “serious decline.” 

“There are too many variations 
of circumstances to deal with each 
case individually so as to maintain 
a control of price,” the board said. 
“Accordingly, it has been decided 
to remove the over-all price ceil- 
ing and leave the press free to 
adjust rates and safeguard its reve- 
nues so that the freedom and in- 
dependence of the press may be 
preserved. 

“This decision brings the Cana- 
dian regulations into conformity 
with those of the United States, 
where newspapers, magazines and 
periodicals were from the outset 
exempted from the price ceiling.”

There is a time coming when the American 
people, through their representatives in Wash- 
ington, will play important part in deciding 
what sort of a world shall come after the war 
is over. This nation will probably be the domi- 
nant influence in making the peace and deter- 
mining ‘what shall be done to the Axis nations 
in order to insure against any further outbreaks 


of military aggressors. 

When that time comes, it will call for the 
clearest of clear thinking by all in authority. 
We want no repetition of that tragedy in the 
United States senate which followed the last 
war, when the failure of this country—because 
of that little handful of willful and little men 
—to ratify the Versailles treaty and to join in 
the League of Nations doomed the world to this 
far greater and more terrible conflict. 

With such a responsibility certain to face 
our lawmakers and representatives, it will be 
well to remember the record of some present 
members of house and senate. To check by their 
past statements their knowledge of and ability 
to understand world conditions and their effect 
upon this nation.

| “This bill imposes upon our country the 
National Socialism of Nazi Germany,” bellowed 
Representative Ham Fish. 
“Inhuman, tyrannical, dictatorial,” said Mrs. 
Bolton, Ohio Republican representative. 
(this bill) “Assassinates our American 
ideals,” said Representative Sweeney. 


“I consider New Dealers more dangerous to 
the United States than are the totalitarian 
leaders,” said Representative Harness, of In- 


diana. 

Today, an American democratic Army, with 
the sons of the rich and the great serving side 
by side with the sons of the poor, is our only 
hope for national survival.

On Tuesday, at the airport, Atlantans wit- 
nessed for the first time a contingent of such 
troops land from the sky. These were members 
of the United States Marine Corps, Paramarines. 
In future the famous phrase, “the Marines have 
landed and have the situation well in hand,” 
will come to mean a landing from the sky, as 
often as it means a landing from the sea. 

Paratroops are the pick of our fighting 
forces. They are chosen for their perfect phys- 
ical condition, and they are then trained until 
that condition is super-perfect. They must be 
men of perfect nerve and brain and muscular 
co-ordination. They must act instantly in emer- 
gency. They must be the toughest and ablest 
and best fighters of all. 

Some*men in the service say, of all duties, 
the Paratroops are the most desirable, on land, 
and the submarine crews at sea. For the simple 
reason they are in best condition of all and 
in modern war condition oft-times determines 
survival or death. 

Anyway, the Paramarines have landed in 
Atlanta. It can only be hoped they will soon

To Halt Complacency 
Atlanta’s blackout and air raid practice, of 
Monday night, was in many respects a fine dis- 
play of co-operation and of citizen training. It 
was, in any event, a much better demonstration 
of this area’s civilian defense preparedness than 
was the last practice blackout. 


Yet we are still a long way from perfection, 
even from that degree of efficiency which would 
prevent panic, uphold morale and minimize 
damage in event of a real enemy raid. 


George M. Phillips, civilian defense director 
for the Atlanta metropolitan area, on Tuesday 
pointed out those details in which the test 
showed weakness. It is not necessary to repeat 
each criticism here. They were all published, 
in full, in The Constitution of Wednesday last. 

One weakness, not mentioned by Director 
Phillips, lies in the fact that the signals are 
still too weak, and lacking in distinctiveness, in 
many of the outlying sections. On Monday night 
there was the radio to notify us when the alarm 
began and when the all-clear was sounded, 
The radio would be silent in event of a real 
raid. Possibly the alarm can be heard by ev®ry- 
one. With a people accustomed to daily noise of 
police, fire or ambulance sirens, railroad sirens 
and factory whistles, however, it is probable 
that a majority would pay but little attention 
to one more siren sound among them all. 

All weaknesses mentioned, however, can be 
overcome by training, practice and teaching of 
all the people what they must do. The next 
test blackout and raid alarm will undoubtedly 
show improvement over the last. And so on, 
with each successive one. It is only to be de- 
voutly prayed that, if real enemy attack is to 
come, we may have time to become so perfect 
in our defense organization and training that 
we can meet it with equanimity and counteract 
it with efficient rescue and defense work.

Dark Days 


The hour of reckoning on the disaster of 
Russia is fast approaching. That Stalingrad 
faces siege is of little moment itself. That the 
Don and Volga rivers lie within German grasp 
gives Hitler a victory which by its attainment 
brings a final decision at least within his grasp 
and which certainly extends the war for a 
period of years. 

The loss of Stalingrad will be serious from 
the standpoint of Russian morale. As the city 
of Stalin himself it is a symbol of the Russian 
leader. It is one of the great, new industrial 
cities of Russia, and, although it is probable 
much of the valuable machinery has been 
moved beyond the Urals, it stands to reason 
there will be inevitable loss of production. 

But the attainment of the Volga line means 
the last great north-south artery of communi- 
cation in Russia has been lost; that the oil 
supplies of the south are lost to the Russians 
even if they have not been gained by the 
Germans; that effective movement of troops 
between the northern and southern armies is 
no longer possible; that the only route for 
United Nations’ supplies to the main Russian 
armies is the extremely hazardous line to the 
ports of Murmansk and Archangel. 

The ultimate decision in the war will be 
between United Nations armies and the German 
armies. The Russians will no longer have the 
powers of counterattack and movement it was 
hoped they could maintain. 

The defeats in Russia mean an army more 
than twice the size of that of the last war—for 
this country. They mean untold Sacrifices not 
alone of blood, but of work and comfort and 


money.

NOT A TALMADGE COUNTY 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 

Moultrie people who go to Atlanta and other 
points over the state are forced to hear people 
say when discussing politics, “Your county is a 
Talmadge county.” It is probable that there are 
some even in Colquitt county who regard Col- 
quit as a Talmadge county. We think it un- 
likely that there has ever been a time when 
Talmadge supporters represented a majority of 
those on the registration list. ' 

In the campaign of 1936 Talmadge received 
1,426 votes in Colquitt county. His opponent re- 
ceived 2,510. Colquitt was not a Talmadge county 
in 1936. In the campaign of 1938 Talmadge re- 
ceived 1,148 votes. He got the convention vote 
of Colquitt county that year because there were 
three candidates running, but the opposition vote 
combined amounted to 1,596. Colquitt was really 
not a Talmadge county that year. In 1940 Tal- 
madge did carry the county by a majority of 337 
and he received the highest vote that he has ever 
received in the county, 1,515. But the registra- 
tion that year was above 4,100. Talmadge ‘re- 
ceived a little more than a third of the possible 
votes for the county in 1940. We had a large 
number of stay-at-homes in that election. There 
were two opposition candidates, Abit Nix and 
Columbus Roberts. The supporters of these can- 
didates could not get together. Neither one of 
the candidates had very strong political following 
in the county. The result was that very little 
resistance was offered to Talmadge. Those who 
ride the bandwagon in politics hopped on with 
Talmadge in 1940.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


AXIS STUPIDITY WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Brazil’s declara- 
tion of war against Germany—and Italy— 
is the latest product of Axis stupidity. 
Here is a great country of 41,000,000 population, the largest of 
the Latin-American republics, which had no desire to become 
embroiled in the war. It had no sympathy 
with the Axis nations, but just as we were 
before Pearl Warbor, it was seeking to avoid 
any actual involvement. 


In the fade of this sort of an attitude, which 
«might atk hentinwed indefinitely, Hitler or- 
dered his submarines to sink all ships off the 
Brazilian coa he U-boats did not confine 
themselves to transatlantic shipping which 
might have been aiding the war effort. They 
sank everything in sight, including coast-wise 
vessels plying between individual Brazilian 
cities. 

Six of the latter were sunk within a week 
with the loss of several hundred lives, Brazilian 
soldiers included. This was the final affront 
that resulted in a declaration of war. 

No purpose beneficial to the Axis was 
served by the sinkings. Had the vessels been 
carrying contraband to Axis enemies the 

story might have been different. Nothing of this sort was involved, 

so far as the facts have been developed. It was a case of the usual 

German disregard of the rights of neutral nations. The U-boats 

were ordered to sink anything that came within their sights. 

It was the same sort of stupidity that brought the United States 
into he war. Without the attack on Pearl Harbor we might have 
remained out indefinitely—possibly for the duration. That attack 
was inspired in Berlin, as evidenced by the fact that Germany 
oe Italy joined Japan in a declaration of war on us within 48 

ours. 

When the final history of the war is written, the attack on 
Russia and the bombardment of Pearl Harbor will undoubtedly 
be age a up as the two most stupid acts of Hitler. Brazil may 
rank third. 


IMPORTANT ALLY Not only because of its size, but because 


of its location, strategically as well as 
politically, Brazil’s entry into the war is of the highest importance 
to the Allies. She is the closest of the South American countries 
to the continent of Africa. It is only 1,600 miles from Natal on 
the Brazilian coast to Dakar an the African hump. We are using 
this route daily in ferrying our bombers to the Egyptian, Middle 
East and Russian battle fronts. 

Mexico, Central America and the Caribbean countries have all 
joined the United States in declarations of war against the Axis. 
Not all of the South American nations have even severed diplo- 
matic relations. Two of the strongest—Chile and Argentina—have 
remained on the outside. 

The appearance of Brazil, the greatest of them all, alongside the 
United States will have a marked effect on the others. Now that 
she has taken the lead we may expect many of the others to 
follow suit. 

It brings the war closer home to the South American republics. 
Heretofore they have had only an objective interest. With one 
of their own now in it they will have a more positive interest. 


TREMENDOUS RESOURCES Brazil is not only a source of 


great added man power, but 

she is a country of tremendous natural resources. As time goes 

on, we may need to draw from these liberally. With American aid 

we may expect a program for the development of these resources 
immediately. 

Brazil’s decision seems bound to influence Argentina ultimately. 


It 


is by no means as favorable to the Allied cause as it might be.

should not be argued too seriously 
here at home, but Americans and 
the British, and we may hope and 
suppose, the Russians, and, of 
course, the Italians and French, 
should be satisfied with nothing 
less than the extermination of the 
German nation as a menace to the 
peace and safety of the world.

It is a rogue nation, 
so bad that it has forfeited its 
right to live and the rest of hu- 
manity should not feel called upon 
to take the risk and assume the 
task of reforming an incorrigible 
and incurable killer. The rest of 
the world will be too busy with 
its own urgent tasks when this war 
is over to undertake to police and 
educate Germany into the ways of 


civilization, 
. Obliteration of the 
Habitual German nation does 


Crimi not mean a massacre 
nal of 50,000,000 or 80,- 


000,000 Germans, but it does mean 
the extermination of Germany as 
a state. As individuals, Germans 
are capable of very passable de- 
cency, and the export Germans 
who came here to escape the bru- 
tality of Germans in the mass at 
home have been and have begot- 
ten fine Americans. But, as a na- 
tion, they have put themselves in 
the position of an habitual criminal 
with a cunning intelligence and 
Suave manners who has finally 
committed a murder so outrageous 
as to prove that society can’t do 
anything with him. 

What would the world be with- 
out the German nation? It prob- 
ably would not settle down to a 
long future of uninterrupted peace, 
but at least humanity would know 
that the. most warlike and treach- 
erous criminal in the community 
of nations had been finally and 
irrevocably put away, never again 
to impose on the trust and pity 
of better peoples. It shouldn‘t be 
so very hard to do, for once Ger- 
many is whipped the people will 
go to pieces and turn on Hitler as, 
the other time, they repudiated the 
Kaiser and his German war, and 
in this disorganized state could be 
handled well by a determined and 
efficient enemy.

THE POST-WAR PEACE Now and then, of late, I find myself 


in the presence of a gentleman 
who has the solution for the post-war peace. 


These gentiemen are not smug, or at least almost never so. 
They are merely self-assured, and their minds have so accepted 

their own arguments they have no doubts. 

They are amazing people. 

In the first place the war isn’t won. 

It isn’t even beginning to be won. 

In the second place, if it were well on the 
way to being won, it would be impossible to 
determine the pattern of peace. 

The gentlemen who have it all so nicely 
fitted together do not concern me. Those who 
take the position the Germans are vicious ani- 
-‘mals and must be eliminated concern me a bit 
more. 

They adopt the cry of Cato the First, who 
never stood up to speak that he did not begin: 

“Delenda est Carthago!” 

History has a lesson for those persons who 
look upon the outrages committed by Germany 
and declare the Germans always have been 
ferocious animals, subject to the whims of dic- 
tators and demagogues. 

Without at all defending the present German people, it is pos- 
sible to go back into historical records and find that once upon 
a time the Germans were the greatest fighters for freedom and 
the rights of the individuals. 

There was a time when they were not the dupes of unscrupulous 
demagogues. There was a time when they were not blind followers 
of a Kaiser or a Fuehrer. 

There was a time when they knew the meaning of the words, 
Liberty, Freedom, Independence. 


GIBBONS’ REPORT In his tremendous study on “The De- 
cline and Fall of the Roman Empire,” 
Edward Gibbons said of the Germans: 

“The name of Franks or Freemen was given to a new confed- 
eracy formed about A. D. 240 by the old inhabitants of the Lower 
Rhine and the Weser. It consisted of the Chauci, the Cherusci, 
the Catti, and of several other tribes of inferior power and renown. 
The love of liberty was the ruling passion of these Germans; the 
enjoyment of it their best treasure; the word that expressed that 
enjoyment the most pleasing to their ear, They deserved, they 
assumed, they maintained the honorable epithet of Franks or 
Freemen.” ' 

The original meaning of the word “Franks” was freemen, and 
they took the word, or rather were given it, by their enemies 
because of their fierce defense of their freedom. 

Some 500 years after this the descendents of these Franks 
rebelled against the great Charlemagne, refusing to bow the knee 
to him. 

What if we had a peace in which the German people were 
given an opportunity to know freedom and not, as in the treaty of 
Versailles, tossed into a republic which had not even tradition to 
sustain it; which was bled white by the economic restrictions placed 
upon it; and which was given no supervision or support. 


THE FRENCH LESSON It is only in modern times, or at least 
relatively modern times, that the 


French have been considered fighters for liberty and freedom. 


The early history of France is one of a people almost meekly 
following ambitious leaders into invasions of neighboring countries. 


There was even an attempt at world conquest under Louis XIV, 


It was only in the next generations that the people began to 
listen to Voltaire and Rousseau. In less than 100 years after the 
passing of Louis XIV the French had thrown off the yoke and 
had revolted in what was a bloody and horrible upheaval. It was 
in direct proportion to the misery and injustice of the years 
without freedom. 

The indications were, in 1940, that the French had been sapped 
of their political and national integrity by demagogues and poli- 
ticians. 

(There is a lesson in that, I think, for any nation or state which 
thinks that it can overlook corruption and racketeering in govern- 
ment if only the government will make things safe and comfortable.) 

It must be remembered always that men and nations change. 

Principles do not. 

Truth, righteousness, justice are constant prinpicles in which 
men may believe or not believe. It is man and the governments 
he makes who change. 

Any plan of today looking toward post-war peace is a bit 
absurd. We will -have to wait until the war is done and then 
spend a few years planning and giving men a chance to believe 
in the principles which are constant. 

All other peaces of the past have failed because the makers of 
peace plans overlooked that one point. 


The Wolf Heavy With Fat Is 
Too Slow to Fell a Buck

When Lee marched north into Pennsylvania, gambling every- 
thing to win or lose the war in one engagement (a gamble he 
might have won if he had had Jackson to serve as his right arm 


instead of the bullheaded and disobedient Longstreet) he was 
followed by an army of veterans that was undoubtedly the worst 
looking military force in history. 

Few of the men wore regular uniforms: many were hatless 
and barefoot; many, because of the July heat, marched in their long 
dirty underdrawers; they were unshorn, and those who were old 
enough were bewhiskered; all were gaunt to the point of emacia- 
tion, and all were lousy. They seemed slouching, dust-covered, 
ragged tramps. 

But oh, their guns were clean! They had been whetted on 
a hard rock till they had a razor edge of fitness. What little meat 
covered their bones was rawhide. They could march all day and 
fight all night if need be. They could live on parched corn. They 
could find cover like a wolf. They marched light and fast, with 
the tireless gait of wolves, and like wolves they were impervious 
to heat and cold and rain and mud. The world has never seen 
fighting men better qualified for their job. 

Those lean and hungry veterans, stripped of all fat and soft- 
ness and every unessential, could teach us the things we most 
need to know. 

We read that Germany and Japan are short of food and many 
war essentials, and we feel encouraged. They'll starve out soon, 
we hope. But we read also that England and Russia are short of 
food and many war essentials. What of that? 

Can it be a pattern of war? It is, indeed. The nation that 
still has luxuries to enjoy—that still has cushions of fat to keep 
it soft—that still indulges itself and wastes its substance on 
civilian comforts—that nation is not yet making war as war must 
be made to survive. 

It is not yet stripped for action—not yet honed down to fitness. 
It still doves self-indulgence too much to sacrifice for liberty. It 
still loves ease too much to save itself by enduring hardship. It 
is not a fighting machine, but a fat and sleepy target. 

Every evidence of luxury is proof that we are not trying. Every 
softness retained is evidence of our selfish indifference. We are 
not making war, we are playing at it. The measure of hardship 
we accept is the only true measure of our war effort. As we avoid 
hurt, we invite defeat.

Dr. Brady Discusses Existence of Gout 


Replying to a reader’s query I 
said here recently: 

“Wine of colchicum was for- 
merly official in the U. S. P.— it 
was made from colchicum seed— 
but has been dropped, probably 


because physicians are gradually 


coming to realize that it isn't 
worth a hoot for gout, because 
there is no such disease as “gout,” 
that is, no disease caused by de- 
posits of uric acid or salts of uric 
acid in the joints or other tissues.” 


Another reader submitted that 
to a physician he believes com- 
petent and fair-minded, and the 
physician made this comment: 

“Dr. Brady is wrong, in my 
opinion. There definitely is such 
a disease as gout, wine of colchi- 
cum still is used, antique though 
the formula is, and with excellent 
results in a good percentage of 
cases. Gout is the one form of 
arthritis which yields to dietary 
managament because it appar- 
ently is a metabolic disease.” 

In their chapter on gout in Dun- 
can’s “Diseases of Metabolism” 
(Saunders, °42) Drs. Bauer and 
Klemperer (professor and associ- 
ate in medicine, Harvard) define 
gout as a “hereditary constitu-

This myth was not entertained by pitchers back in the 
good old days. They used to pitch frequently, disregarding 
a specified number of days for rest. 

Bill Seinsoth pitched against and beat the Crack- 
ers, 10 to 1, last Saturday. He djdn’t work Sunday 
or Monday. But Tuesday he pitched BOTH games 
of a double-header and polished off Chattanooga 
twice. He allowed ONE hit in the first game, FOUR 
in the second. He let the Crackers have seven hits. 

It amounted to pitching three games in four days. He 
won all three. New Orleans, fighting for a place in the 
Shaughnessy play-off, can thank Bill Seinsoth for making 
it possible. He has won 23 games and will win more be- 
fore the curtain rings down. : 

Any time Seinsoth pitches you can count on the game 
lasting only about an hour and 45 minutes. He is the fast- 
est-working pitcher in the league. He is smoothness per- 
sonified. 

Seinsoth doesn’t waste time or wear out his arm wind- 
ing up. When the ball returns from the catcher, he is 
ready to pitch. He is a study in effortless motion. 

He just seems to throw up his arm and let gravity 
carry it through. The ball speeds plateward with 
plenty of stuff on it. Now and then he throws a 
sneak fast ball for its effect. 

Seinsoth is the league’s greatest time saver. He even 
hustles up to the plate to hit—most unusual for a pitcher— 
and he connects safely more often than not. 

He is, by all odds, the most valuable player in Mr. 


Scott’s circuit. 

; ; The big five among the Southern 
The Big Fight League pitchers are all left-hand- 
ers, aS you probably know. So are the sixth, seventh and 
eighth. Which you may or may not have noticed. 

Seinsoth, of New Orleans, leads with 23-8, followed by 
McCall, Nashville, 11 and 4; Trexler, Little Rock, 17 and 7; 
Tamulis, Nashville, 18 and 8, and Dockins, New Orleans, 
11 and 5. 

But don’t overlook Mike Schultz, Birmingham, 

8 and 5; Earl McGowin, Atlanta, 3 and 0, and Jimmy 

McClure, Memphis,.2 and 1. The latter is a stellar 

newcomer. He was a 20-game winner in the South- 

eastern League. 

Moran, of Memphis, is the only right-hander who has 
won as many as 15 games. 

Veverka, of Memphis, has won 13 games pitching with 
that inevitable left hand. 

Only three other right-handers have won as many. as 
13 games—Cortes, Rambert and Malloy. The latter pitches 
for the Barons. 

Theoretically, a left-handed batter hasn’t got a 
chance. But it’s getting so that batters like Deal 
and Scott, of the Crackers, having seen nothing but 
left-handers for so long, greet them like cousins.

It all boils down to a simple truth: It doesn’t matter 
whether a pitcher throws right or left-handed or drop 
kicks the ball up to the plate, the stuff he has on the ball 
is what counts.
